ELEPHANTS AS LASORERS 


Yney Work In Forests and Mills ere 
paring Teakwood for Market. 


In the lumber yards and saw mills 
of India, elephants are employed to 
aid in preparing teakwood for ship- 
ment. In the forests and at the ports 
also these big creatures handle the 
timber. They drag the logs to ‘he 
stroams and arrange the booms; they 
st the planks, and they carry all 
sorts of lumber at the direction of 
their masters. Every saw mill has its 
elephants and there are some compan. 
es which employ several hundred. 
The average institution, however, can 


afford but few, for the animals are 


costly, a green one bringing $800 and 
a prize worker often as much as 
$2.04") 


1e elephants come from the forests 
4 Upper Burma. The wild ones are 
all owned by the Government, whieh 
has an elephant department to catch 
1 care for them. The elephant com-

Through Wheat Country—Experi- 
ments for Improving Grade of 
Wheat is Being Conducted. 
Winnipeg.—Dr. William Saunders, 
the director of the experiments ris 
ot the Dominion, returned to Winnm- 
peg recently from an extended tour of 


the whole of tie wheat country be- 
tween this city and the Rockies. Tne 
present indications are, said he, that 
the crop will be a good one. There 
has been some damage in certain dis- 
tricts, but nothing very serious, and 
there is an immense increase in the 
acreage under grain 

Dr. Saunvers had not the figures 
for Saskatchewan and Manitoba, but 
Alberia shows an increase of twenty- 
six per cent, and from what he had 


seen, Dr. Saunders estimated that the 
amount of new ground brought under 
tillage was proportionately large. 

Dr. Saunders thou that the bar- 
ley and oats had suffered more than 
the wheat In Northern Saskatche- 
wan the plants of these grains have 
been discolored and withered, but 
Dr. Saunders thought they could re- 
cover with favorable conditions. 

In Southern Alberta the winter 
wheat has been damaged by frost and 
the dry winds which have blown the 
sands with cutting force among the 
young plants. 

Asked whether he discerned any im- 
provement in the farming methods of 
the men of the west, the doctor said 
that there was a general step forward 
noticeable each year. 

The Canadians and Americans are 
taking full advantage of the splendid 
ferming conditions of the west, and 
Dr. Suunders was glad to see a large 
number of men who hailed from the 
British Isles making a great success 
of their farms. 

The experimental farms at Brandon, 
Indian Head, Rosthern, Scott, La- 
combe, and Lethbridge were visited 
Important experiments with a view to 
developing better grades of wheat are 
being carried on at all these agricul- 
tural stations. Many hundreds of va. 
rieties of wheat from all parts of the 
world are being tried. The cereal de- 
partment at Ottawa has evolved a 
number of Canadian wheats, from 
which important results are expected 

Asked whether he agreed with the 
authorities who have recently recom. 
mended the more general adoption of 
mixd farming in Western Canada, 
Dr. Saunders said that mixed farming 
was certainly more profitable where 
it was possible. In some localities the 
conditions were not appropriate. 

Dr. Saunders has been in charge 
of the experimental farms of Canada 


for twenty-five years and has now 
control of a dozen stations which 
stretch from Charlottown, Prince Ed- 


ward Island, to Agassiz, British Co- 
lumbia. 
Alberta to Have Separate College 
Halifax, N.8.—The provinee of Al- 
berta, in whieh the churehes and mis- 
sions of the Presbyterian body have 
increased so rapidly during the past 
five years, is to have a theological col- 
lege of its own and will in future edu- 
cate ite own ministers. This was the

A matter of considerable 
importance to Strathmore people 
is brought up by the letter from 
Mr C. R. Ingleby, which appears 
in another column. ‘The Ser- 
viceberry is a stream running in 
an easterly direction, trom 7 tog 
miles north of Strathmore. It 
passes through some of the best 


farming land in the district, 
which is now teing rapid y 
settled. All the C.P.R. ready- 


| made farms are on the north side 


of the Serviceberry, and there 
are a large number of other farms 
and ranches on the same side, 
There is no bridge across the 
creek, the only mcthods of gett- 
ing across being by the fords, 
and as the height of the stream 
varies Considerably, it is some- 
times very diflicultto cross, As 
the land is being sold and put 
under cultivation the old trails to 
the fords are being closed up, 
and those going from Strathmore 


to the ot!.er side of the stream 
have to keep to the roa al w- 
ances, and as these allowances 


meet the creek at places where it 
is practically unfordable, the 


| the 


settlers are placed in a dilemna. 
They cannot cross by the old 
fords without cutting fences and 
trespassing on private property, 
and they cannot keep to the road 
aliowances without some risk. 

It is small wonder, then, that 
some of them are now going to 
Carbon for their wants. 

This is a serious matter for 
Strathmore = storekeepers and 
tradespeople, on account of the 
amount of custom involved, and 
the constant increase in the num- 
ber of settlers. What is wanted 
is for the Government to immed- 
iately erect several bridges across 
the Serviceberry. The stream is 
not very wide, and their erection 
would not lead to great jexpense. 
Vigorous steps should be taken 
at once to bring the matter to the 
attention of the Government, and 
get it remedied before it is too 
late
